And further- 
more, it was proved that he had been heard to 
say that the salvation of his soul and body de- 
pended upon the destruction of that house. Next 
came more testimony stronger still. 

The fire had been set in a back basement room 
where shavings and other stuff for kindlings were 
kept. Entran e had been gained through a back 
window, which had oven partly prie I open with a 
•tout knife. The basement wall was of brick, 
and benealli the sash wus found the blade of a 
knife w hich had been broken off trying to raise it 
(the sa-h.) The blade was recognized as belong- 
ing to the prisoner’s knife! A maker of cutlery 
had made a knife to order for A mbold only a 
month previous, and he knew the blade at once, 
and swore to it . 

Bot tiiise was not all Tiie fire had evidently 
been set first to the shavings which lay upon the 
stone floor, but pilled up age in - 1 a wooden parti- 
tion. This floor was damp, and some of the out- 
er shavings, even were not wholly burned. But 
just at the edge, where the fire coaimenced, lay a 
piece of paper rolled up, and half burned, and 
trora the manner in which it lay, it was very evi- 
denl than the tire had been set with it. This 
piece of paper rolled up, and ignited by a match 
a number of which were scattered around, and os 
soon as it was on fire it had been laid upon the 
floor, with the burning end just in the shavings. — 
Of course, these shavings were in a blaze instant- 
ly; but the paper toreli being upon the damp 
stones, had not burned wholly up. 

And this paper was found to be par*, of a letter 
belonging to tiie prisoner! A letter which he 
had received from a friend of his (and a friend ol 
mine) only a week before! That friend had to 
come forward and swear that piece of charred 
paper was part of a letter he had written to the 
prisoner! Thi6 frieud’s name w as Stephen Grant. 
He was a young merchant, and the letter had been 
written for the purpose of inducting A mbold to 
reform. Stephen tried hard to avoid testifying, 
for he knew, as did others, that the fire must 
have been set with that identical piece of paper; 
but he was summoned, and he could not deny his 
own chirograph)-. 

The case looked dark. Many witnesses were 
willing to testify to the prisoner’s good qualities; 
and no one w ould swear that he was not dissipat- 
ed and degraded. That house had been to him 
indeed, a region infernal. Its destruction cried 
out for his bodily life; and Its existence had long 
been eating away his soul. Poor Charley! I had 
before been sure of his innocence; but now I 
could only shake my head and pity him! 

Finally he was allowed to speak for himself. — 
He said he was innoccut of the crime imputed to 
him. He 6aid he had threatened to burn that 
house down — that he had s <id about all that had 
been sworn to.

Presently I started up and pretended to be faint. 
1 s id I inu^ go out for a lew moments. I kicked 
at the door and the deputy sheriff came. He 
heard my plea and let me out.
